( 2 ) The Assistant Excise Commissioners. 
( 3 ) The Circle Inspectors . 
( 4 ) The Excise Range Inspectors , 
(5 ) Preventive Oficers, 

( 6 ) Guards. 
2 . The Excise Commissioner shall exercise throughout the 
State all the powers of a District Collector in respect of the 
Abkari Reveaue. He shall have the control of the Administra 
tion of the Abkari Department and of the collection of the Abkari 
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Revenue. He shall exercise over Tahsildars in respect of the 
Abkari Revenue the control exercised by the District Collector 
in respect of the Land Revenue . He shall have all the general 
and special powers which an Abkari Officer may have under 
the Act. 

3. The Assistant Excise Commissioners shall exercise all the 
powers of a District Collector in respect of all matters relating 
to Abkari Revenue . They shall have throughout the State all 
the general and special powers which an Abkari Officer may 
have under the Act . They shall exercise their powers con 
currently with and subject to the control of the Excise Com 
missioner, the powers of revision , however resting with the 
Board of Revenue . 

4. The following powers are delegated to the Excise Com . 
missioner : 
(a ) Power grant permission under Section 6 for the 

importation of liquor or intoxicating drugs other 
than those mentioned in clause ( a ) of that Section 
on payment of the duty , if any and on such other 
terms as may be prescribed by Government from 

time to time; 
(b ) to permit under Section 7, the export of liquor or 

intoxicating drugs on payment of the fee or duty , if 
any and on such other terms as may be prescribed 

by Government from time to time ; 
(c ) to grant , under Section 14 to any person or persons on 

such conditions and for such period as he may deem 
fit the exclusive or other privilege of selling by 
Tetail or of manufacturing or supplying by Whole 
sale and selling by retail any country liquor or in 

toxicating drugs in any area ; 
( d ) to make the declaration under Section 18 in regard to 
any area in 

which the exclusive privilege of 
manufacturing toddy has been granted to any 
person , that the written permission of the grantee to 
draw toddy shall have within that area the same 
force and effect as a license from the District 
Collector, for that purpose and also to cancel such 

declaration made by him ; 
( e ) (i) to cancel or suspend , under Section 22 for any of 

the reasons stated in clauses (a ), (b ) or (c ) of that 
Section any license or permit and ( ii ) where a 
license or permit hasbeen granted on the application 
of the holder of an exclusive or other privilege or of 
a farmer of duties, to cancel or suspend such license

( f) to take the grant or farm of the grantee, of a privilege 

or a farmer who has made default of any kind 
under departmental management at the risk of the 


defaulter, or to declare the grant or farm forfeited 
and resell the same at the risk and loss of the defaul 

ter under the provisions of Section 24 of the Act. 
5. The following powers are delegated to the Assistant Excise 
Commissioners:

8. The following powers are given to licensed wholesale 
vendors of country spirits and to the licensed wholesale vendors 
of intoxicating drugs: — , 
(a ) to licensed wholesale vendors of country spirits to 

issue special permits under Section 9 for the trans 
port of such spirits sold by themselves subject to the 
control of an officer of the Excise Department not 
below the rank of a Excise Range Inspector having 

jurisdiction . 
(b ) to licensed wholesale vendors of intoxicating drugs to 

issue special permits under Section 9 for the trans 
port of such drugs sold by themselves subject to the 
control of an officer of the Excise Department (not 
below the rank of a Excise Range Inspector ) having 

jurisdiction . ... 
9. All Abkari Officers not below the rank of a Preventive 
Officer are empowered under Section 23 to measure out or to 
test the strength of any liquor in the possession of licensees in 
such manner as they may require . 

10 , All Abkari Officers not below the rank of a Preventive 
Officer are empowered under Section 5 to destroy toddy kept in 
shops and found unfit for consumption .

CHAPTER II 
INSPECTORS AND CERTIFYING SURGEONS. 
5. Chief Inspector and Inspectors.- (11 The Central 
Government may , by notification in the Official Gazebbe , 
aproint such a person as possessos the prescribed qualiti . 
cations to be Chief Inspector of Mines for all the terri 
toires to which this Act extends and such persons as 
possess the prescribed qualifications to be Inspectors of 
Mipes subordinate to the Chief Inspector . 

(2) No person shall be appointed to be Chief Inspector 
or an Inspector , or having been appointed shall continue 
to hold such office , who is or becomes directly or in 
directly interested in any mino or nining rights in India . 

(3 ) The District Magistrato may exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of an Inspector subject to the 
general or special orders of the Contral Governmonti 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall be doe 
med to empower a District Magistrate to exorcise any of 
the powers conferred hy section 24 or section 61..... 

(4 ) The Chief Inspector and all Inspectors shall be 
deemed to be public servants within tho meaning of the 
Indian Penal Code ( Act XLV of 1860 ). 

6. Functions of Inspectors.- ( 1) The Chiof Inspector 
may , by order in writing , prohibit or rostrict the exercise 
by any luepector named , or any class of Inspectors speci. 
fied , in the order of any power conferred on Inspectors by 
this Act, ani shall , subjóct as afororaid ,declare the local 
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area or areas within which , or the group or class ofmines 
with respeot to which , Inspectors shall exercise their 
respoctive powers. 

(2 ) The Inspectors shall give information to owners , 
agents and managers of mines , situato within the local 
area or áreas or bolonging to the group or class ofmincs , 
in respect of which ha excrcises powers under sub- section 
( 1 ) as to all regulations and rules which concern them 
respectively and as to the places where copics of such 
regulations and rulos may be obtained. 

7. Powers of Inspectors of Mines.- ( 1) The Chief In . 
spector and any Inspector may 

(a ) make such examination and inquiry as be 
thinks fit in order to ascertain whother the provisions 
of this Act and of the regulations, rulos and byo-laws 
and of any orders made thereunder are obsorved in 
the case of any mine; 

(b ) with such assistants, if any, as he thinks fit 
ontor, inspect and examine any mine or any part 
thoreof at any time by day or night: 

Provided that the power conferred by this clause 
shall not be exercised in such a mapuer as unreason 
ably to impede or obstruct the working of the mine ; 

(0 ? Oxamine into , and make inquiry respecting , 
the state and condition of any inine or any part there . 
of, the ventilation of the mine , the sufficiency of the 
bye-laws for the time being in force relating to the 
mine, and all matters and things connected with or 
relating to the health , safety and welfare of the per. 
sous employed in the mine, and take whether on the 
precincts of the mine or elsewhere , statements of any 
person which be may consider nocessary for carrying 
out the purposes of this Act ; 

(d ) exercise such other powers as may be pros . 
çribed by regulations made by the Central Govern 
ment in this behalf: 

Provided thal no person shall be compelled under this 
sub -section to answer any question or make any stato . 
mont tending to incriminato himself. 

(2 ) The Chief Inspector and any Inspector may, if he 
has reason to believe , as a result of any inspectiva, osanin 
ation or inquiry under this section , thatun olonce undor 
this Act has been or is being committed , search any place 
and take possession of any rogister or other record 
appertaining to the mine , and the provisions of the Code 


of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898 ), shall, 80 far 
as may be applicable , apply to any search or soizure under 
this Act as they apply to any soarch or seizure, mado 
under the authority of a warrant issued under section 98 
of that Code . 

8. Powers of special officer to enter , measure etc.-- Any 
person in the sorvice of the Goverament duly authorised 
in ibis behalf by a special order in writing of the Chief 
Inspector or of an Ivspector may , for the purpose of sur . 
veying , lovelling or measuring any mine , after giving not 
loss than throo days notice to the managor of such mine , 
enter the mine and may survey, level or measure the mine 
or any part thereof at any timeby day or night: 

Providod that, whore in the opinion of the Chief In - 
spector or of an Inspector an emergency exists , he may, 
by order in writing, authorise any such person to enter 
thomine for any of the aforesaid purposes without giving 
any such rotico. 

9. Facilities to be afforded to Inspectors . -Every owner , 
agentand manager of a mino shall afford the Chief In : 
spector and every Inspector and every person authorised 
under section 8 all reasonable facilities for making any 
Antry , inspection , survey , neasurement, examination or 
inquiry under this Act. 

10. Secrecy of information obtained.- (1 ) All copies of , 
and oxtracts from , registers or other records appertaining 
to any mine and all other information acquired by the 
Chief Inspector or an Inspestor or by any one assisting 
him , in tho courte of the inspection of any rine under 
this Act or acquired by any person authorised under 
Section 8 in the exercise of his duties thorounder , shall 
Le regarded as confidential and shall pot be disclosed to 
any person or authority unless tho Chief Inspector or the 
Inspector considers disclosure necessary to ensure the 
health , safety or welfare of any porson employed in the 
mine or in any othermine adjacent thereto . 

(2 ) Nothing in aub- section ( 1) shall apply to the dis 
closure of any such information (if so required ) to- 

(a ) any court ; 

(b ) a Mining Board , Committee , or Court of Inquiry 
constituted or appointod under section 12 , section 13 
or section 24 as the case may be ; 

(c) an official superior or the owaer, agent or 
manager of the mins conocroed ; 
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(d ) a Commissioner for workmen s compensation 
appointed under the Workmen s Compensation Act , 
1923 VIII of 1923 ) ; 

(e ) the Director , Indian Bureau of Mines. 
( 3 ) If the Chief Inspector, or an Inspector or any 
other person referred to in sub -section (1 ) discloses, con 
trary to the provisions of this section , any such infor 
mation as aforesaid without the consent of the Central 
Government, he shall be punishable with imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to one year , or with fine, or 
With both . 

(4) No court shall proceed to the trial of any offence 
under this soction except with the previous sanction of 
the Central Governmont. 

11. Certifying Surgeons .-- (1 ) The Central Government 
may appoint qualified modical practitionersbo bo certifying 
surgeons for the purposes of this Act within such local 
limits or for such mine or class or description of mines as. 
it may assiga to them respectively . 

(2 ) Subject to such conditions as the Central Govern 
mont may think fit to impose , a certifying surgoon may, 
with the approval of the Central Government , authorise 
any qualified medical practitionor to exercise all or any of 
his powers under this Act for sach period as the certifying 
surgeon may specify , and references to a certifying 
surgeon shall be deemed to include references to any 
qualified medical practitioner when so authorisod .

consisting of — 

(a ) a person in the service of the Government, not 
being tho Chief Inspector or an Inspector , nominatod 
by the Central Government to act as chairman ; 

(b ) th . Chief Inspector or an Inspector noininated 
by the Central Govornment; 

(c) a person not being the Chief Inspector or 
an Inspector, nominated by the Central Government; 

(d ) two persons nominated by owners of mines or 
their represontatives in such mannor as may be 
prescribod ; 
( e ) two 

persons to reprosont the interest of 
miners , who shall be . nominated in accordance with 
the following provisions, Dainely ,-- . 

(i) if thore aro ono or moro registered trade 
wnions having in tho aggregate as members not less 
than one quarter of tho miners , the said persons 
shall be nominated by such traile union or trade 
unions in such manneras may be prescribed . :: 

( ii ) if sub- clause (i) is not applicablo aud 
thero are one or more registered trade unions 
having in the aggregate as mombers not less than 
one thousand miners , one of the said persons shall 
be nominated by such trade union or trade unions in 
such manner as may be prescribed and tho other 
by the Central Government; 

ili; if Deithor sub - clause (i) nor sub - clanse 
(i ) is applicable , the said persons shallbe nominatod 
by the Central Governmont. 

Explanation . - In this clauso miner means a person 
employed , otherwise than in a position of supervision of 
management, in any of the mines for which the Mining 
Board is constituted .

(3 ) The Central Goveradient way give dire stions as to 
the payment of travelling expenses incurred by the Secre. 
tary or any member ofans such Mining Board in the per. 
formance of his duty as such Seoretary ormember . 

13. Committees - ( 1) Whero under this Act any ques . 
tion relating to a mino is referred to a Committee, the 
Committee shall consist of 

(a ) a chairman nominated by the Central Govern . 
ment or by such officer or authority as the Central 
Government may authorise in this behalf; 

(b ) a person nominated by the chairman and quali . 
tiod by experience to dispase of the questioa referred 
to the Committee ; and 

(c) two persons to reprosent the interests of the 
persons employed in the mine of whom ons shall be 
nominated by the owner, agent or manager of the 
mine concerned , and the other shall be nominated by 
the Central Govorament in consultation with such 
organisations ofminors employed in the mine as may 
be recognised for the purpose by that Government . 

( 2 ) No Inspector or person employed in or in the 
management of any wine concerned shall serve as chair . 
man or member of a Committec appointed under this 
section . 

( 9 ) Where an owner, agent or manager fails to exercise 
his power of nomination under clauso (c ) of sub -section (1 ) . 
the Committee may, notwithstanding such failure proceed 
to inquire into and dispose of the matter referred to it. 

(4 ) The committee shallhear and record such informa 
tion as the Chief Inspector or the Inspector, or the owner, 
agent or manager of the mine con corned , may place before 
it , and shall intimate its decision , to the Chief Inspector 
or the Inspector and the owner , agent or manager of the 
mine, and shall report its decision to the Central Govora. 
ment. 

(5) On receiving such report the Central Government 
shall pass orders in conformity therewith unless the Chief 
Inspector or the owner,agent or manager of the mine has 
lodged an objection to the decision of the committee , in 
which case the Central (tovernmentmay proceed to roviow 
Buch decision and to pass gach orders in the matter as it 
may think fit: 
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Provided that if an objection is lodged by the Chief 
Inspector, notice of the same shall be given to the owner, 
agent or manager of the mine before any orders are pass 
ed thereon by the Central Government. 

(6 ) The Central Governinentmay give directions as 
to the remuneration , if any,to be paid to the members of 
the committee or any of thom , and as to the payment of 
exponses of the inquiry including such remuneration . 

14 Powers of Mining Boards.- (1)Any Mining Board 
constigated under soction 12 and any Comnittee con 
stituted under soction 13 may.oxercise sich of the pow 
ers of an Inspector under this Act as it thinks necessary 
or espedient to exercise for the purposo of douiding or 
reporting upon any matter reforred to it. 

(2 ) Every Mining Board constituted under section 12 
and every Committee appointed under section 13 shall 
have the powers of a ciril court under tho Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 (Act V ot 1908 ), for tho purpose of en .. 
for ing the attendance of witnesses and compelling the 
production of documents and matorial objects , and overy 
prxon required by any guch Minin . Bard or Coinmittog 
to furnish inforination hefore it shall bo dcomed to be 
legally bound to do so within the moaning of section 176 
of the Indian Penal Code ( Act XLV of 1860 ) . 

15. , Recovery of « zpenses.- The Central Govoromont 
may direct that the oxpenses of any inquiry conducted 
by a Mining Board constituted under soction 12 or by a 
Committee appointod under section 13 shall be borno in 
wllole or in part by the owacr or agent of tho mino 
concerned , and the amount so directed to be paid may,on 
application by the Chief Inspector or an Inspector to a 
magistrate having jurisdiction at the place whorc the 
mine is situated or whero such owner or agent is for the 
time being rosident, bo recovered by the distress and sale 
of any movable property within tho limits of tho magi 
strate s jurisdiction volonging to such owocr or agont: 

Provided that the owner or his agont has not paid the 
amount within six weeks from the dato of receiving the

17. Managers. - Save as may be otherwise prescribed 
every minc shall be under ono manager who shall bave 
tho prescribod qualifications und shall be responsible for 
the control, management and direction of the mind, and 
the owner or agent of every mino shall aprint himself 
or some other person , having such qualitiobions, to be 
such manager: 

18. Duties and responsibilities of ouners, agenta and ! 
minagers.- ( 1 ) The owner , agent and man go of overy 
mine shall bo responsiblo that all operation s. carried on in 
connection therewith are conducted in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act and of the regulations , rules 
and bye -laws and of any orders made theroni der, 

(2 ) In the event of any contravention of any such 
provisions by any person whosoever , the owner, agent 
and manager of the mine shall each be veomod also to be 
gailty of such contravention unless he proves that he 
had taken all reasonable means , by, publi.bing, and to 
the best of his power enforcing those provisions, to 
prevent such contravention : 

Provided that the owner or agent s all not be 80 
deamed if he provos— . 

(a ) that he was not in the habit of taking , and 
did not in respect of the matter in question take 
any part in the management of the rojie; and 

(6 ) that he had made all the financial and other 
provisions necessary to enable tho mullager to carry 
out his duties; and 

(c) that the offence was commit without his 
knowledge, consent or connįvance . 

( 9 ). Save as hereinhefore provided , it shall not be a 
defence in any proceedings brought against an owner or 
agent of mine under this section bat e wanager of the 
mino has been appointed in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act. 
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CHAPTER V 
PROVISIONS AS TO HEALTH AND SAFETY. 
19. Drinking water .---- ( 1) In every mine , both above 
and below ground , effective arrangements shall be made 
to provide and maintain at saitable points conveniently 
situated for all persons emplayed therein a sufficient 
supply of cool and wholesomedrinking water, : .. 

(9 ) All such points shall be legibly marked DRINKING 
WATER , in a language understood by a majority of the 
persons employed in the mine and do 
shall be situated within twenty feot of any washing 
place, urinal or latrine, unless & shorter distance is 
approved in writing by the Chief Inspoctor....... 

(3 ) In respect of all mines or any class or description 
of mines , the Central Government may make rules for 
securing compliance with the provisions of sub - sections 
( 1) and 2 ) and for the examination by prescribed authori . 
ties of the supply and distxibution of drinking water , 

20. Conservancy .-- ( 1) There shall be provided , sopax 
ately for males and females in every mine, ki sufficient 
pumber of latrines and urinals of prescribed bypos 80 
situated as to be conveniont and accessible to persons 
employed in the mine at all times , 

(2 ) All latrines and urinals provided under sub- section 
(1 ) shall be adequately lighted , ventilated and at all 
times maintained in & clean and sanitary condition . 

( 3 ) The Central Governmont may specify the number 
of latripos and urinals to be provided : 19 any mine, 
in proportion to the number of males and females 
employed in the wine and provide for such other matters 
in respect of sanitation in mines (including the obligations 
in this regard of persons employed in the mino ) as it 
may consider necessary in the interests of the health 
of the persone so employed . 

21. Medical appliances .- ( 1) In every mino, both above 
and below ground , there shall be provided and maintained 
so as to be readily accessible during all working hours 
firsó-aid boxes or cup-boards equipped with the preseribed 
contente , and the number of svoh boxos or cupboarda 
shall not be less than one for every one hundred and fifty 
porbons employed in the nine , 

(2 ) Nobbing except the prescribed contouts shall bis 
kept in the boxes and cup-boards referred to in sub -section 
( 1) and all guch boses and cop -boards shall be kept in the 
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charge of any person employed in the mine who is 
trained in such first-aid treatment asmay bo prescribed 
and who shall always be available during the working 
hourg of the mine. 

13.) In every mine wherein more than five hundred 
persons are employed , there shall be provided and 
maintained guch ambulances and stretchers as may be 
precribed and an ambulance room of the prescribed size 
containing the prescribed equipment and in the charge 
of such medicaland nursing staff as may be prescribed . 

22. Powers of Inspectors when causes of danger not 
expressly provided against exist or when employment of 
persons is dangerous.- ( 1) If in respect of any matter for 
which no express provision is made in this Act, or in 
the regulations, rules or bye-laws or in any orders made 
thereunder it appears to the Chief Inspector or the Inspe . 
ctor that any mine or any part thereof or any matter, thing 
or practice in or connected with the mine or with the con . 
trol, management of direction thereof, is dangerous to 
hurcan life or safety . or defective so as to threated , or dond 
to , the bodil y injury of any person , he may, give notice in 
writing thereof to the owner, agent or manager of the 
mino, and shall state in the notice the particulars in which 
he considers the mine , or part thereof, or the matter, 
thing or practice , to be dangorous or defective and 
require the same to be remedied within such time as 
ho may specify in the notice . 

( ) Without prejndice to the goverality of the provi 
sions contained in sub -rection (1 ), the Chief Inspector 
or the Inspector nay ,by ordor in writing addressed to the 
owner, agent or inanager of a mine,prohibit the extraction 
or rednotion of piilars iu any part of the mine if, in his 
opinion , such operation is likely to cause the crashing of 
pillars or the premature collapse of any part of the york 
ings or otherwise endanger the rnine, or if, in his opinion , 
adequate provision against the out.break of fire bas not 
been made by providing for the dealing off and isolation 
of the part of the mine in which such operation is con 
templated and for restricting the area that might be 
affoobed by a fire, and the provisions of sub -sections (4 ) 
(5 ), (6 ) and (7) shall apply to an order made under this 
sub- section as they apply to an order made under sub. 
section 3 ). 

(3) If the Chief Inspector or an inspector , uthoriasd 
in this behalf by general or special order in writing by 
the Ohiof luspector is of opinion thab thars is urgant and 


immediate dangor to the life of safety of any person 
employed in any mino or part thereof, he may, by an 
order in writing containing a statemont of the grounds 
of his opinion, prohibit, until the danger is removed the 
employment in or about the mine or any part thereof 
of any person whose employment is not in his opinion 
reasonably necessary for the purpose of removing the 
danger. 

(4 ) Where an order has been made under sab - section 
(3 ) by an Inspector, the ownor, agent or manager of the 
- mine may , within ton days after the receipt of the order , 
appeal against the same to the Chief Inspector who may 
confirm modify or cancol the order . 

(5 ) The Chief Inspector or tho Inspector making a 
requisition under sub - section (1 ) or an order under sub 
section (3 ) and the Chief Inspector making an order 
(other than an ordor , of cancellation ) in appeal under 
sub -section (4) shall forth with report the same to the 
Central Government. 

(6 ) If the owner , agent or manager of the mine 
objects to a requisition made under sub -section (1) or to 
an order made by the Chief Inspector under sub -section 
( 3 , or sub -section (4 ), he may within twenty days after 
the receipt of the notice containing the requisition or of 
the order or after the dato of the decision of tho appeal, 
as the case may be, send his objection in writing stating 
the grounds thereof, to the Central Governmont which 
shall refer the same to a Committee . 

( 7 ) Every requisition made under sub -section ( 1) . 
or order made under sub - section ( 3 ) , or sub - section ( 4 ) 
to which objection is made under sub- section (6 ), shall 
be complied with panding the receipt at the mine of the 
decision of the Committee: 

Provided that the Committee may , on the application 
of the ownor ,agent or manager suspend the operation 
ofa requisition ander sub-section ( 1 ), pending its deci 
sion on the objection . 

(8 ) Nothing in this section shall ailect the powers of 
a magistrate under section 144 of the Code of Oriminal 
Procedure , 1898 (Act V of 1898 ) . 

23. Notice to be given of accidents -- ( 1) Where there 
0000rs in or about a mino 

(a ) an accident causing loss of life or serions 
bodily injury , or 
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or 


(b ) an accidental explosion , igoition, sponta 
Deous heating, outbreak of fire or irruption of water , 

(c ) an accidental breakage of popes , chains or 
other goar by which men are lowered or raised , or 

( d ) an accidental overvinding of cages, while 
men are being lowered or raised , or 

( e ) a premature collapse of any part of the 
workings, 
the owner , agent or manager of themino shall give notice 
of the occurrence to such anthority, in such form and 
within such time as may be prescribed , and he shall 
simultaneously post our copy of the notice on 4.special 
potice board in the prescribed manner at a place where 
it may be inspected by trade union oficials and shall 
ensure that the notice is kept on the board for not less 
than two months from the date of such posting. 

( 2 ) Where a notice given under sub - section (1 ) re 
lates to an accident causing loss of life, the authority 
shall make an inquiry into the occurrence within two 
months of the recoipt of the notice and , if the authority 
is not the Inspector , he shall cause the Inspector to 
make an inquiry within the said period . 

( 3 ) The Central Government may, by notification in 
the Oficial Gazotte , direct that accidents other than thoso 
specified in sub -section (I), which cause bodily injury 
resulting in the enforced absence froin work of the 
person injured for a period exceeding forty.cight hours 
shall be entered in a rogistor in the proscribod form or 
shall be subjoct to the provisions of sub - section (1). 

( 4 ) A copy of the entries in tho register reforred to 
in gub -section (3 ) shall be sent by the owner, agent, or 
manager of the mino, within fourteen days after the 30th 
day of June and the 31st day of Decembor in each year , 
to the Chief Inspector . 

24 . Power of Government to appoint Court of inquiry 
in cases of accidents.- (1) Whon any accident occurs 
in or about a mine causing loss of life or sorio as bodily

( 2 ) lle person appointed to bold any such inquiry 
shall bave all the powers of a civil court under the Dodo 
of Civil Procedure, 1908 ( ACI V of 1908 ), for the purpose 
of enforcing the attendance of witnessos and compelling 
the production of documents and material objects ; and 
overy person reqnired by such person as aforesaid to 
furnish any information shall be deemed to be legally 
bound to do so within the meaning of section 176 of the 
Indian PenalCode ( Act XLV of 1860 ). 

( 3 ) Any person holding an inquiry under this sec . 
tion may exercise such of the powers of an Inspector 
under this Act as be may think it necessary or expedient 
to exercise for the purposes of the inquiry . 

( 4 ) . The person holding an inquiry under this section 
sball make a report to the Central Government stating 
the caugos of the accident and its circumstances , and 
adding any obsorvations which he or any of the assessors 
may think fit to make..... 

25. Notice of certain diseases . -- ( 7 ) Where any person 
employed in mine contracts any disease notified by the 
Central Government in the OfficialGazette is a disease 
connected with mining operations, the owner, agent or 
manager of the mine, as the case may be, shall send 
potice thereof to tho Chief Inspector and to such other 
authoritios , in such form and within such time as may 
bo prescribed , 

(2 ) If any medical practitioner attends on a person 
who is or has been employed in a mine and who is or is 
believed by the medical practitioner to be suffering from 
any disease notified under sub - section ( ), the medical 
practitioner shall without delay send a report in writing 
to the Chief Inspector stating 

(a ) the name and address of the patient , 

(b ) the disease from which the patient is or is be . 
lieved to be suffering, and 

fo) the name and address of the mins in which 
the patient is or was last employei . 

( 3 ) Where the report under sub -section (2 ) is oon . 
firmed to the satisfaction oť the Chief Inspoctor by the 
certificate of a certifying surgeon or otherwise that the 
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person is suffering from a disease notified under gub . 
Section ( 1), the Chief Inspector shall pay to the medical 
practitionor such fee as may be prescribed, and the fee 80 
paid shall be recoverable as an arrear of land revenue 
rom the owner , agent or manager of the mine in which 
the person contracte : the disease . 

(4 ) If any medical practitioner fails to comply with 
the provisions of sub - 30c6100 (2 ), he shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to fifty rupees . 

26. power to direct investigation of causes of disease . - 11) 
The Central Governmont may, if it considors it expedient 
to do so , appoint a coinpotent person to inquiro into and 
report to it on any caso where a disease notified under 
aub -section (1 ) of section 25 has been or is suspected to 
have been contracted in a mine, aud may also appolat one 
or more persons possessing legal or special knowledge to 
act as assessors in such inquiry . 

(2 ) The provisions of sub -sections (2) and (9) ofsection 
24 shall apply to an inquiry undor this section in the same 
manner as they apply to any inquiry under that section . 

27 , Publication of reports. - The Central Government 
may cause any report submitted by a Comunittee ander 
soction 13 or any report or exóracts from any report sub 
mitted to it ander section 2 ), and shall cause every roport 
submitted by a Court of inquiry ander sootion 21 to be 
publishod at such time and in guch manner as it may 
think fit . 


CHAPTER VI 


HOORS AND LIMITATION OF EMPLOYMENT. 


28. Weekly day of rest .-- No person shallbe allowod to 
work in a mine on more than six days in any ons wook . 

29. Compensatory days of rest.- (1) Where in pursuance 
ofaction under section 38 or as a rosult of exempting any 
mine or the persons employed thorain , from the provisions 
of section 28, any person o nployed therein is deprived of 
any of the weekly days of rest for which provision is 
made in section 23 , he shall be allowed , within the month 
in which such days of rost wore duo to him or within the 
two months immediately following that month , compan . 
satory days of restezval u nunber to tbo days of rest of 
wbieb he has been doprived . 
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(2 ) The Central Governmont may prescribe the man . 
ner in which the days of rost for which provision is made 
in sub -section ( 1 ) shall be allowed . 

30. Hours of work above ground .- ( 1) No adult omployed 
above groun : in a mine shall be roquired or allowed to 
work for more than forty eight hours in any week or for 
more than nine hours in any day ...... : 

(2 ) The periods of work of any such adult shall be 80 
arranged that, along with his interval for rest , they s all 
not in any day spread over more than twelve hours , and 
thaj ho shall not work for more than five bours con . 
tinuously before he has had an intorval for rest of at least 
halt an hour : 

Provided that the Ohief Inspector may, for reasons to 
be recorded , increase the period of spread over to four . 
teen hoors in any day . 

(8 ) No person belonging to two or more relays shall be 
allowed to do work of the same kind above ground at the 
same coment : 

Provided that, for the purposes of this sub-section , 
persons shall not be deemed to belong to separate relays 
by reason only of the fact that they receive their intervals 
for rost at diferent times . 

31. Hours of work below ground . ::( 1) No adult emplog . 
ed below ground in a mine , except a pump-mindor, an 
Opretter or attendant of continuously operated macKipery, 
shall be allowed to work for more than forty - eight hours 
in any week or for more than eight hours in any day . 

(2 ) No adult excepted under sub-section ( 1) shall be 
allowed to work for more bban fifty - four hours in any 
week or formore than nine hotrs in any day. 

(3 ). Work of the same kind shall not be carried on 
below ground in any mine for a period aproading, over 
more than eight hours in the case of adults referred to in 
sub -sertion ( 1 ), and pine hours in the case of adults ro 
ferrod to in sub -section ( 2 ) in any day except by a system 
of relays 80 arranged that the periods of work for each re 
lay are not spread over more than the hours stipulated in 
sub.soction ( 1 ) or sub -section 2 ), as the case may be . 

(4 ) No alult employed in a mine shall be allovod to 
be in any part of a mine below ground , oxcept during the 
periods of work shown in respect of him in the register 
kept under sub -section ( 1 ),of section 48 . 
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32. Special provision for night relays.-- Where a worker 
works in a relay wbose period of work extends over 
midnight the ensuing day for bim shall be deemed to be 
the period of twenty - four hours beginning as the ond of 
the period of work fixed for the relay , and the hours he 
has worked after midnight shall be counted towards the 
previous day . 


33. Extra wages for overtime - ( 1) Whero a person 
employed in a mine works therein, for more than forty 
eight hours whether above or below ground, he shall in 
respect of such overtime works be entitled to wages at the 
rato of twice his ordinary rate of wages if he works below 
ground, and at one and a half times that rate if he works 
above ground, 

( 2 ) Whero any person employed in a mine is paid on 
piece-rate basis , the Coatral Government shall, in consulta . 
tion with the employer concerned and the roprezentatives 
of the persons employed in the mine , fix for tho purposes 
of this section timo rates which shall , as nearly as possible 
be equivalent to the averago tate oi caraings of the por 
BON 8 80 employed , and tho rabes so tixed shall be deemed 
to be the ordinary rates of wages of such persons. 


( 9 ) For the purposes of this section ordinary rate of 
wages means the basic wages plus such allowances in 
cluding the cash equivalent of the advantage accruing 
through the sale on a concessional basis of foodgraias 
and other articles as persons employed in a mine may, for 
the time being, be entitled to , būb does n106 inchide a 
bonus. 

( 4 ) The Central Government may prescribe the 
registers to be maintained in a mine for the purpose of 
securing compliance with the provisions of this soction . 

34. Prohibition of employment of certain persons - No 
person shall be allowed to work in a mine who has alroady 
been working in any other mine within the preceding 
twelve hours. 

35. Limitation of periods of overtime work.-- Save in 
respect of cases falling within clause la ) of section 39, 10 
person employed in a mine shall be allowed to work for 
more than ten hours in any day, inclusive of overtime, 
nor shall the total number of hours of his overtime work 
exceed fifty for any one quarter : 
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Provided that 

(3 ) subject to the previous approval of the Chief 
Inspector , the daily maximum hours specified in 
sections 30 and 31 may be exceeded in order to facili 
tate a change of sbifts ; 

(11) an adult, engaged in work which for technical 
reasonsmust be contiouous throughout the day , may 
be employed for fifty - six hours a week .“ 

EXPLANATION . - In this section quarter : means 
period of threo consecutivo months beginning with the 
Ist day of January, April, July or October . 

36 . Notices regarding hours of work .- (1 ) The manager of 
every mine shall cause to be postod outsido the office of 
the mine a notice in the prescribed form stating the time 
of the commencement and of the end of work at the mine. 
and , if it is proposed to work by a system of relays, the .. 
time of the commencement and of the end of work for 
each relay . 

( 2 ) In the case of a mine at which mining operations 
commence after the commencoinent of this Act, the notice 
referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) sball be posted not less than 
seven days before the commencement ofwork . 

(3 ) The notice referred to in sub - section ( 1) shall also 
state the timo of the commencement and oi the intervals 
for test for persons employed above ground and a copy 
thereof shall be sent to the Chief Inspector, if he so re 
quires . 

(4 ) Whero it is proposed to makeany alteration in the 
time fixed for the commencement or for the end of work 
in the mine generally or for any relay or in the rest inter 
vals fixed for persons employed above ground, an amen 
ded notice in the prescribed form shall be posted outside 
the office of the mine not less than seven days before the 
change is made , and a copy of such notice shallbe sent to 
the Chief Inspector pot loss than seven days before such 
change . 

(5 ) No person shall be allowed to work in a tine 
otherwise than in accordance with the notice reqnired by 
-sub -section ( 1 ) . 

37. Supervising staff. - Nothing in section 28, soction 30 , 
Section 31, section 34 or sub- section ( 4 ) of soction 36 sball 
apply to persons who may by rules be defined to be per . 
sons holding positions of supervision or management of 
employed in & confidential capacity. 
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38. Exemption from provisions regarding employment. 
( 1) In case of an emergency involving serious risk to the 
safety of the mine or of persons employed therein , or in 
case of an accident , whether actual or apprehended , or in 
case of any act of God or in case of any urgent work to 
be done to machinery , plant or equipment ofthe mine as 
the resolt of breakdown. of such machinory , plaat or 
equipment, the manager may, subject to the provisions of 
section 22 and in accordance with the rules under bec 
tion 39 , permit persons to be employed in contra vention 
of section 28 , soction 30 , section 31, section 34 or sub - sec . 
tion ( 4 ) of section 36 , on such work as may be necessary 
to protect the safety of the mine or of the persong em . 
ployed therein : 

Provided that , in case of any urgent work to be done 
to machinery , plant or equipment under this section , the 
managor may take the action permitted by this section , 
althongh the production of coal would theroby be inci 
dentally affected , but any action so takon shall not exceed 
the limits necessary for the purpose of avoiding serious 
interference with the ordinary working of the mine . 

(2 ) Every case in which action has been takon by the 
managor under sub -section (1), shall bo recorded together 
with the circumstances, relating thereto and a report 
thercof shall also be made to the Chief Inspector or tho 
Inspector, 

39. Power to make exempting rules.- The Central Govern 
ment may make rules providing for the exemption , to 
such extent and subject to such conditions as may be 
specified , from the provisions of sections 28 , 30, 31, 34 or 
sub- section ( 1 ) of section 36 , 

(a ) of all or any of the persons employed in a mine , 
where an emergency involving serious , risk to the 
safety of the mine or of the persons employed there . 
in is apprehended ; 

(b ) of all or any of the persong so employed , in 
case of an accident, actual or apprehended ; 

(c) of all or any of the persons engaged in urgent 
repairs ; and 

(d ) of all or any of the persons employed in any 
work which for technical reasons must be carried 

on contin uously throughout the day . 
40. Employment of adolescents . - (1) No adolescent shall 
be allowed to work in any part of & mine which is below 
ground unless 
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(a ) a medical certificate in the proscribed formi 
granted to the adolescent by a certifying surgeon 
cortifying that he is fit for work as an adult is in the 
custody of the manager of themine; 

(b ) the adolescent carries, while at work , a token 
giving a reference to such corfificate ; 

( c ) the adolescent has an interval for rest of at 
least half an hour after every four and a half hours 
of continuous work on any day. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act , 
no adolescent who has been granted a certificate under 
sub- section ( 1) shall be employed in any mine except bet . 
ween the hours of 6 m . M. and 6 P. M . : . 

Provided that the Central Government may, by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette , vary the hours of employ 
ment of such adolescent in respect of any mine or class 
of nines so however that no cmployment of any such 
adolescent between the hours of 10 p , M. and 5 A. M. is 
permitted thereby . 

41. Certificate of fitness.-( 1) A certificate of fitness 
granted or renewed for the purposos of section 40– 

(a ) shall be valid only for a period of twelve 
months from the date thereof ; 

(b) may be subject to specified conditions in re 
gard to employment generally or the nature of the 
work in which the adolescent may be employed . 

(2 ) A certifying surgeon shall revoke a certificate 
granted or renewed under section 40 , if in his opinion the 
holder of it is no longer fit for work in the capacity stated 
therein in a mine . 

(3 ) Where a certifying surgeon refuses to grant or 
renew a certificate or revokes a certificate , be shall, if 
60 required by the person concerned , state his reasons in 
writing for so doing. 

(4 ) Where a certificate under section 40 with refer 
ence to any adolescent is granted or renewed subject to 
such conditions as aro referred to in clause (b ) of sub . 
section ( 1) , an adolescent shall not be required or allowed 
to work in any mino except in accordance with those con . 
ditions. 

(6 ) The adolescent or his parents shall not be liahlo 
to pay any part of the expenses of any medical examina 
tion under section 40 in all cases where he application for 
a medical certificate is accompanied by a document signed 
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by the manager of a mine stating that the adolescent 
to be examined will be employed in themide it cortified 
to be fit for work therein or the application is made by 
the manager of the mine in which the adolescent desires 
to be employod . 
42. Effect of certificate of fitness granted to adolescents. 
An adoloscent , who has been grantod a certificate of 
fitness to work in a mine as an adult under section 40, 
and who while actually employed in a mino carries a token 
giving a reference to such cortificato, shall be deemed to 
be an adult for the purposes of this Act . 

43. Power to require medical examination . - Where an 
Inspector is of opinion that any person employed in a 
mino without a cortiticate of fitness is an adoloscent or 
that an adolescent working in a mine with a certificate of 
fitness is no longer fit to work in the capacity atated in 
tho coitificate , he may serve on the manager of the mine 
a notice requiring that such peraon or adolescent , as the 
case may be , shall be examined by a certifying surgeon 
and such person or adulescent shall not, if the Inspector 
so directs , be employed or permittod to work in any mina 
until he has been so examined and has been granted a 
certificate of fitness , or a fresh certificate of fitness as the 
case may be, quder section 40, or has been certified by 
the certifying surgeon examining him not to be an adoles 
cent . 

44 : Working hours for adolescents not certi ied to be fit 
for work as adults.- ( 1 ) No adolescent who has not been 
granted a medical certificate . cortifying that he is at for 
work as an adult shall be employed or permitted to be 
employed abovo ground or in any workshop or power sta 
tion in a mine or in any open cast workingsin a mine 

( a ) for more than four and a half hours in any 
day ; or 

(b ) between the hours of 6 P , M. and 6 1. M. 
(2 ) The period of work of all such adolescents omplo 
yed in a mine shall be limited to two shifts which shall 
not overlap or spread over more than five hours each , and 
each such adoloscent shall be employed in ouly one of the 
rolays which shall not , except with the previous permis 
sion in writing of the Chief Inspector, be changed more 
frequently than once in a period of thirty days. 

( 8 ) The provisions of section 28 shall apply to such 
adolescents and notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub -section ( 1) of section 38 or in section 39 , no esemp 
tion from the provisions of section 28 shallbe granted 
in respect of any adolescent. 
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45. Employment of children .- ( 1 ) No child shall be 
employod in any mino, nor shall any child be allowed to 
be presont in any part of a mine which is below ground or 
in any open oxcavation in which any miniog operation is 
boign carried on . 

(2 ) After such date as the Central Government may, 
by Dotification in the Oflicial Gazette , appoint in this 
beball, no child shall be allowed to be present in any part 
of a mine above ground where any operation connected 
with or incidental to any mining operation is being carried 
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46. Employment ofwomen .---No woman shall be emplo : 
yed at any timo of the day or night in any part of a mine 
which is below the adjacent ground level, and no woman 
shall be employed in any mine above ground except be 
tween the hours of 6 A , M. and 7 P. M .: 

Provided that the Central Government may , by notis 
fication in the Official Gazette , vary the hours of omploy : 
ment of women , above ground in respect of any mine or 
class or description of mine, so however that no employ . 
mont of any wounan between the hours of 10 p , M. and 
54. u . is pormitted thereby. 

47. Disputes as to age, - ( 1 ) If any question arises 
between the Chief Inspector or Inspector and the manager 
of any inino as to whether any person is a child or an ado 
lescent the question shall , in the absence of a certificate 
an to the age of such person granted in the prescribed 
manner, be referred by the Chief Inspector or the Inspec 
tor for decision to a qualified medical practitioner, 

2 ) Every certificate as to the age of a person which 
has boos granted in the prescribed manner and any certi. 
ficate granted by a qualified medical practitioner on a ro 
feronce under sub- section ( 1) shall for the purposes of this 
Act , be conclusive evidence as to the age of the person to 
whom it relatos . ::: 

48. Registers of persons employed . - (1) For evory 
mine there shall be kept in the prescribed form and place 
a register of ali persons omployod in the mine sbowing in 
respect of each such person. 

(a ) the nameof the employee , with the name of 
bis father or , of her husband , as the case may be, and 
such other particolars as may be necessary for put 
poses of indentification ; 
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(b) the age and sex of the employee ; 

(ol the nature of his omployment whother above 
ground , below ground or open cast workings, and the 
date of commencement thoreof; 

( d ) the periods of work fixed for him ; 

(e ) the intervals for rest, if any , and the days of 
rest to which he is entitled ; 

(f) in the case of an adolescent, reference to the 
certificate of fitness granted under section 40 ; 

ig ) where work is carried on by a systom of re . 
lays , the relay to which ho belongs and the ours of 
relay , that is to say , the poriod of work fixed for him ; 

(h ) such othor particulars as may be prescribed ; 
and the relevant entries shall be authenticated by the 
signature or the thumb in pression of the person con 
cerned , 

(2 ) The ontries in the register prescribed by sub. 
soction ( 1 ) shall be guch ttat workers working in accord 
ance therewith would not be working in contravention 
of any of the provisions of this Chapter . 

(3 ) No person shall be employed in a mine until the 
particulars required by sub -section ( 1 ) have been recorded 
in the register in respect of such person and no person 
shali bo omployed except during the periods of work 
shown in respect of him in the register, 

( 4 ) For every mioc, other than a mine which is es . 
empted by the Central Governmout by gonvral or special 
order , thcro shall be kept in the preseribed forn and place 
separate registers showing in resp ct of each person em 
ployed in the mine , (a ) below ground , (b ) in open cast 
Workings and (c ) above ground 

( a ) the name of tho employee ; 
(b ) the nature of his omployment; 

( c ) where work is carried on by a system of relays 
the relay to which he belongs and the hours of relay, 
that is lo say, the period of work fixed for him . 

(6 ) The register of persons employed below ground 
referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) shall show at any moment 
the name of every person who is thou present below 
ground iu the mine . 
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CHAPTER VII 


LIAVE WITH WAGES 
49. Leave defined . For the purposes of this Chapter 
leave shall 7100 , except as provided in section 61 , includo 
weekly days of rost or holidays for fostiv Is or other 
similar occasions... 

50. Application of Chapter . — The provisions of this 
Chapter shall not operate to the prejudice of any rights 
to which a person employed in a mino may bo entitled 
upder any other law for the time being in force or under 
the terms of any award, agreement or contract of service , 
and, whore any such award , agreement or contract of 
sorvice provides for a longor leave with wagos thun is pro 
vided in this Ohapter, such person shall be entitled to 
such longer leave only . 

51. Annual leave with wages.--- ( 1) Every porson em 
ployed in a mine who has completed a period of twelvo 
months continuous service therein shall bo allowed , 
during the subsequont period of twelve ipontbs, leave 
with full pay or wages based on the average pay or wages 
for the twelve months immodiately preceding the leave , 
as provided in section 52, and such loave shall be calcu . 
lated at tile zato of -- 

(D) if he is an employee paid by the month , fourteen 
days for such period of twelve months; 

( ii ) if he is an employee paid by the week , or a 
loader, other person emplosed below ground on & 
piece -rate basis , seven days for such poriod of twelve 
months. 

( 2 ) The twelve nontbs continuous sorvice referred 
to in sub -section ( 1 ) chall be deemed to have been com 
pleted , 

(al in the case of a loader , or other person em 
ployed below ground on a piece-rate basis , if he has 
during the said period of twelve mouths put in nob 
less than one hundred and ninety attendances at 
the mino ; 

(6 ) in the case of a person employed above ground 
on a piece- rate basis or in tho case of any other 
person who is paid by themonth , week or day , if he 
has during the said period of twelvemonths pat in 
not less than two hundred and sixty -five attendance 
at the mine . 
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Explanation . In either of the above casos the period 
of leave shall be inclusive of the weekly days of rest 
and any holiday (if grantod ) which may occur during 
such period . 

(3 ) If any person employod in a mine who is paid by 
the month doos not in any one such period of twelve 
months take tho whole of the leave allowod to him undlor 
sub -section ( 1 ), any leuve not taken by him shull be 
added to the leave to be allowed to him under that 
euf- section in the succeeding poriod of twelve months: 

Provided that the total number of days of leave 
wwhich may be accumulated by any such person shal not 
exceed twenby - oight days in all. 

(4 ) Any such person may, during any sizeh period of 
twelve months, apply in writing to tho manager of the 
mino , not loss than fittoon full working days before the 
day on which he wishes his leave to begin , for all leave or 
any portion thereof allowable to him during that period 
undor sub -sections ( 1 ) and (3 ). 

(5 ) No application for loave made in accordanco with 
the provisions of this soction shall ordinarily be refused , 
unless the authority empowered to grant tha leave is of 
the opinion that owing to the exigencies of the situation 
the leave should be refused . 

(6 ) If any person entitled to leave undor this section 
is discharged from the mine before he has taken or has 
been alloweu to tako the entire leave to which he is 
entitled , the owner, agent or manager of the mine shall 
pay to him tho vay or wages payable unler section 51 in 
respect of tho lease not taken and such payment shall be 
made boforo the expiry of the second working day 
aftor the day on which his employment is terrainated . 

Explanation 1. - For the parposes of this soctioa , il 
person shall be deemed to have completed a period of 
continuous service in a inine, notwith standing any 
interruption of service during that poriod brought 
about by 

of authorised leave not 
(i ) sickness, a cidont 
excooding in the aggrogato one-sixth of that period, or 

(ii ) a strike,which is not an illegal strike, or 
(iii ) a lock - out, or 

(iv ) one or more periods of involuntary upom plog . 
ment not exceeding in the aggregate one -twelfth of tobie 
period , or 
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(v ) loave admissible or granted under any other law , 

Explanation 2. - Authorisod leave shall include any 
cagal absence duo to any roasonablo cause : 

" Provided that the porson concerned , within a veok 
from the commencement of the abscaco , gives the reasons 
for such absence in writing to the owner , agent or 
manager of the mine, and any such peirod of author . 
ised leave may include periods of unauthorised leave not 
oxceeding in tho aggregate one thirby -sixth of the period 
of continuous service , but not weekly days of rest allow 
ed under section 28 which occurs at the boginning or 
ond of an interruption brought about by the leave . 

Explanation 3. - " Illegal strike means a strike wbich 
is an illegal strike within the meaning of scctic of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ( XIV of 1917 ) or of any 
other law for the time being in force . 

52. Wages during leave period .- ( 1) . For the leave 
allowod to a loador , or other person employed below 
ground on a piece rate baxis , he shall bo paid at a rate 
equal to the daily a verage of his earnings for the month 
of December prior to his leave : , 

Provided that if no such average earnings are availa 
blo , then the average sball be computed on the basis of 
the daily average earnings of all persons similarly emplo . 
sed for the samomonth , and 100 tbe purpose of such 
computation the cash cquivalent of the advantage accrų 
ing to such persons through the free issue of food grains 
and any compensation in cash druwn by them during the 
said month shall be taken into account . 

(2 ) For the loave allowed to a porson eroployed in a 
mine who is paid by the month or week be shall be paid 
at a rate equal to bis normal daily wagas during tho week 
preceding his leave, and in coniputing such wages the 
cash equivalent of tho advantage accruing to him through 
the free issue of food grains and any compensation in 
cash drawn by him shall also be taken into account. 

53. Payment in advance in certain cases: - Any person 
employed iv a mine who has been allowed leave for not 
loss than ten days in the case of a person paid by the 
month , and five days, either in case of a person paid by 
the week or in the case of a loador, or other person 
employed bolon ground on a piece -rate basis , hall, 
befcre his leave bogius, be paid the wagos duo for the 
period of the leave allowod ,

54. Power of Inspector to act for an employee. - Any 
Inspector may institute proceodings on behall of any 
person emplored in a mino to pozovor any sam roquired 
to be paid by an employer under this chapter, which 
has not been paid by the employer . 

55. Power to make rules.- The Central Governmont 
may , by rules, prescribe the maintenanco by owners , 
agents or managers of mines of registers showing such 
particulars as may be reqgiced for the purposes of this 
Chapter and roquiring such registers to be made availablo 
for examination by Inspectors . 

56. Power 10 crempt mines. - Where the Central 
Government is satisfied that the leave rules applicable 
to persons employed in any mino provide benefits which 
in its opinion are not less favourable than those provided 
for in this Chapter, it may,by order in writing and sub 
jcct to such conditions as may be specified therein , 
exempt the mine from all or any of the provisions of 
this Chapter , 

CHAPTER VIII 


REGULATIONS, RULES AND Bre -LAWS 
57: Power of Central Government to make regula 
tions.-- The Central Government may , by notification 
in the Official Gazette , make regulations consistent 
with this Act for all or any of tho following purposes , 
namely :

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(f) for fixing the faes, if any, to be paid in respect 
of such axaminations and of the grant and ronewal of such 
certificatos ; 

@ for determining the circumstances in which and 
the conditions sabjoct to which it shall bo lawful for 
moro rnines than ono to be nudor a single managor, or for 
any mine or mines to be under a manager not having the 
prescribed qualifications; 

(h ) for providing for the making of inquirios into 
charges of misconduct or incompetency on the part of 
managers of mines and persons acting under them and for 
the suspension and cancellation of certificates of con . 
pcboncy : 

( ) for regulating, subjoct to the provisions of the 
Indian Explosivos Act , 1884 (IV of 1881) and of any rules 
made thöreunder , the storage , con voyance and use of 
explosives ; 

(j) for prohibiting, restricting or regulating the em : 
ployment of women in mines or in any class of minos or 
on particular kiols of laboue which are attended by danger 
to the life , safety or health of sich women and for linuit . 
ing tho weight of any singlo load that may be carried by 
a woman ; 

(k ) for providing for tho safety of thopersons omplo . 
yed in a mine, the means of entrance thereinto and oxit 
thore from , the pumbor of shafts or oublets to be furnished , 
and the foncing of shafts, pits , outlets , pathways and 
subsidences ; 

i) for probibiting the employmənt in a mine either 
asmanager or in any othoz spocitro i capacity of any person 
except persons paid by the owner of the mine and dirootls 
answerable to the owuor or manager of the mine ; 

(m } for providing for thesafety of the roads and work 
ing places in minos, including thositing, maintenance and 
extraction of pillars and the maintenanco of sufficient 
barriers betwoon mine and mine ; 

in ) for the inspection of workings and sealed off fire 
aroas in a mins, and for tho restriction of workings under 
river3 , tanks, water -courses, public , roads and buildings 
and for requiring due precaution to be taken against the 
onrush of water into , outbreak of fire in or premature 
collapse of , any workings; 
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(9) for providing for the ventilation of mines and 
the action to be taken in respect ofdust, fire , and inflam 
mablo and noxious gases, including precantions against 
spontaneous combustion ,ander ground fire and coal dust 

( ) for providing for the caco , and the regulation of 
the 150 , of all machinery and plant anl of all eloctrical 
apparatus used for signalling or for other purposes of com 
munication ; 

q ) for providing for the safety of persons present on 
haclago roads and for restricting the uso of certain classes 
of locomotives underground ; 

(r ) for providing for proper lighting of mines ani 
regulating thouse of safely lamps thorein and for the 
scarch of persons entoring a mino in which safely lamps 
are in use ; 

(s ) for providing against explosions or ignitions or 
irruptiors of or accumulations of water in mines and 
against darger arising there from aud for prohibiting, rost 
ricting or regulating the extraction of minerals in circum 
stances likely to result in the premature collapse of or to 
rosult in or to aggravate the collapso of or irruptions of 
water or ignitions in mines ; 

(4) for prescribing the inctices of accidents and 
dangerous occurrencer , and the rotices, reports and 18 
turns of minerul output, persons employed and other 
matters provided for liy regulations, to be furnished by 
owners , age : ts and managers of mides. and for prescriling 
the forms ofsuch notices , returns and reports , the persous 
ard authorities to whom they are to be fariished , the 
particulars to be cautaired ip them , and the time within 
* hich they are to be subnutted ; 

(u ) for prescribing the plans to be kept by owners, 
agents and managers of mines and the manner and ; laces 
in wbich such płuzs are to be kept ior purposes of record 
and for the submission of comes thereof to the Chief 
Inspector; 

(u ) for regulating the procedure on the occurrenco of 
accidents or aocidental explosions or iguitions in or about 
mines ; 

(w ) for proscribing the form of, and the particulars 
to be contained in the notice be given by the owner , 
agent ormallager of a mino under section 16 ; 

(3 ) for prescribing the notice to be given by the own . 
er , agent or manager of a mine beforo mining operations 

con menced at or extended to any point within tifty 
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yards of any railway subject to the provisions of the Indian 
Railways Act , 1890 ( I X of 1890 ), or of any public work or 
classos of public works which the Central Government 
inny , by goneral or special or ler, specity in this behalf ; 

3 ) for the protection from injury , in respect of any 
mine when the workings are discontinued , of property 
vested in tho Government or any local authority or railway 
company 83 dofinod in the Indian Railways Act , 1893 
(IX of 1890 ; 

(2 ) for requiring the foncing of any mine or part of 
a mine or any quarry inclino, shaft , pit or outlot, whether 
the same is being worked or not, or any dangorous or 
prohibited area, sabsidence , haulage , tramlino or pathway, 
whore such fonringis necessary for the protection of tho 
public ; and 

(22 ) any other matter which has to be or may be 
prescribed . 
158. Power of Central Government to make rules.-- The 
Central Govern nont inuy , by notification in tho Official 
Gazetbe , make rules consistent with this Act for ull or 
any of the following purposes, namely ; - . 

(a ) for providing for the appointment of Chairman 
and mombors of Mining Boards and for regulating tho 
procedure of such Boards. 

(b ) for prescribing!the form of the register referred 
to in sub - section (3 ) of section 23 . 

(0 ) for providing for the appointment of Courts of

(f ) for prescribing the standard of sanitation to 
be inaintained and the scale of labrine and urinal ac 
conmodation to be provided at mines , the provision 
to bemade for the supply of drinking water, the sup .

forts , and the training of mon in ambulance work ; 

(g ) for prohibiting the possession or consumption 
of intoxicating drinks or drugs in a mine and the ontry 
or presence therein of any person in a drunken state ; 

( h ) for prescribing the forms of notices roquired 
ander soction 30 , and for requiring such notices to be 
postod also in spezified lauguages ; 

(i ) for defining ibo persons who shall, for the 
purpose of section 37 , be doomed to be persons bold . 
ing positions of supervision or managomont or em ... 
loyed in a confidential capacity ; 

(i) for prohibiting the employment ia mines 
of porsons or auy class of porsons who have not 
beca certitied by a qualified medical practitioner to 
have completod their tiftcenth year, and for prescrib 
ing the manner and tho circumstances in which such 
certificates may be granted and revoked ; 

( k ). for prescribing the form of the certificate of 
fitriess roquired by section 40, the conditions subject 
to which and the circumstances in which they may 
be granted and the ciroumstaoces in which they may 
be revoked : 

(2) for prescribing the form of registers required 
by gootion 48 ; 

(m ) for prescribing abstracts of this Act and of 
the rogulations and rules and the language in which 
the abstracts and bye -laws shall bo posted as requir 
ed by sections 61 and 62 ; 

(n ) for requiring notices , rotards and roports in 
connection with any matters doalt with by rules to be 
furnished by owners , agents and managers of mines,

tained in them , and the times within which they are 
to be submitted ;

( ) for requiring the provision and maintenance 
in any mino specilied in this behalf by the Chief lp ..

( 9) for requiring the employment in every mine 
wherein tive hundrod or more persons are ordinarily 
employed , of such number of welfare officers as may 
be specified and for prescribing the qualitications and 
the terms and conditions of, and the duties to be 
performed by , such welfare otticers ; 

(1 ) for roquiring the establishment of central 
rescue stations for groups of specitiod mings or for all 
mines in a specified arod ,and prescribing how and by 
whom such stations sailbe established ;

59. Prior publication of regulations and rules.- ( 1 ) The 
power to make rogulations and rulos, conforzoi by sec 
finns 57 and 58 is subjost to the condition of the regula . 
tions and rules boing made after provious publication . 

(? ), Tho date to bo sprciſiod in accordance with

80 . Cognizance of offences.-- No court inferior to that 
of a presidency magistrate or magistrate of the first 
class shall try any offenco under tbis Act which is alle .

81. Reference to Mining Board or Committee in licu of 
prosecution in certain cases-- (1) If the court trying any 
case instituted at the instance of the Chief Inspector or 
of the district magistrate or of an Inspector under this 
Act is of opinion that the case is one which should , in 
lieu of a prosecution , be referred to a Mining Board or & - 
Committee it may stay the criminal proceedings , and 
report thematter to the Contral Government with a view 
to such reference beingmade . 

( 2) On receipt of a report under sub - section (1), tha 
Central Government may rofer tho case to a Mining 
Board or a Committee , or may direct the court to pro 
ceed with the trial. 
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CHAPTER X 

MISCELLANEOUS 
82. Decision of question whether a mine is under this 
Act.- If any question arises , as to whether any excava 
tion or working is a mine within the meaning of this 
Act , the Central Government may docide the question , 
and a certificate signed by a Secretary to the Central 
Government shall be conclusivo on the point. 

83. Power to exempt from operation of Act. - The Cent . 
ral Government may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette , exempt either absolutely or subject to any 
specified conditions any local area or any mine or gronp 
or class ofmines or any part of a mine or any class of 
persons from the operation of all or any of the pro . 
visions of this Act : 

Provided that no local groa or mipc or group or ciass 
of mines shall bo exempted from the provisions of sec. 
tion 45 unlegg it is also exempted from the operatiou of 
all the other provisions of this Act . 

84, Power to alter or rescird orders.-- The Central Govern . 
ment may reverse or modify any order passed under this 
Act . 

85. Applicationsof Act to mines belonging to Government. 
This Act shall apply to mines belonging to the Govern 
ment. 

86. Application of certain provisions of Act LXIII of 
1948 to mines. The Central Governmont may, by notifi . 
cation in the Official Gazette , direct that the provisions 
of Chapters Ill and IV of the Factories Act , 1948 (LXIII . 
of 1948) shall , subject to such exceptions and restrictions 
as may be specified in the notification, apply to all mines 
and the precinots thereof. 

87. Protection of action taken in good faith . -No suit , 
prosecntion or other legal proceeding whatever shall lig 
against any person for anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done under this Act. 

88. Repeal of Act IV of 1923. - The Indian Mines Act, 
1923 (IV of 1923 ) is hereby repealed .
